_warrents. Under instructions from 
the court he returned to Biloxi thie 
morning with the two prisoners. 

Patton long has been a familiar 
figure in Republican political af- 
fairs in Mississippi and has served 
on every State delegation to ihe 
national convention in the last :5 
years. On advice of counsel he 
declined to make a statement. 

Three indictments came asa sure 
prise late yesterday In a partial :é- 
port of the jury, which resumed 
sessions today after examining a 
handful of the 200 witnesses, in- 
cluding men and women postmast- 
ers, political ieaders and bankers 
summoned to testify about rumors 
of “bartering” postoffice jobs. 

Another development in connve- 
tion with the investigation was the 
arrest of Alfred F. Cook, former 
Postmaster of Leaksville, Miss, 
who was charged with making 
false postal entries during his ten- 
ure of office. He was arrested 
while here as a witness and was 
jailed in default of bond.

THE I. T. S. WINS. 

North St. Louis has lost its fight against the I. T. 
S. franchise before the Board of Aldermen, after the 
most amazing series of gyrations ever performed by 
an aldermanic body. The franchise was literally 
clubbed through the board less than two weeks after 
the bill had been recommitted, by which action the 
board had intended to lay it over until fall. Under ter- 
rifiec pressure for the last two months the board’s 
Committee on Public Utilities first approved the bill, 
then refused to approve it, asked for more time and 
finally, harried by the railroad’s threat that the bill 
must be passed now or be withdrawn, approved 
it once more. It was necessary for the Mayor to 
call the board into special session for yesterday’s 
action to take place. 

Great doubt as to the wisdom of granting the fran- 
chise remains in the minds of many persons. The 
engineering problems involved in obviating a grade 
crossing at Cass avenue are so intricate and confus- 
ing that North St. Louis feels that the grade crossing 
is there for all time. City Counselor Muench framed 
an amendment designed to bind the company to elim- 
inate that crossing, but admits that the company pos- 
sesses loopholes of escape from its provisions. Once 
the franchise is granted, the company has got all it 
wants from the city. “Jurisdiction of its activities 
henceforth is in the hands of the Public Service Com- 
mission and the Interstate Commerce Commission. 

Under the terms of the franchise the I. T. 8. gets 
the right to haul freight into the very heart of the 
city. That is an extremely valuable concession. What 
does the city get in return? Nothing but the highly 
problematical benefits to be derived from a new 
transportation facility. That these benefits will be 
forthcoming is denied by the North St. Louls Busl- 
ness Men’s Association, which claims the I. T. S. has

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BAND MUSIC IN THE PARKS. 

To test public interest in band concerts, the Musi- 
cians Mutual Benefit Association has arranged a free 
concert in the Municipal Theater at 10 o'clock to- 
morrow morning. The band will contain 250 pieces 
and the musicians will donate their services. For 
the remainder of the season the musicians have 
scheduled four band concerts weekly in Forest Park, 
and two weekly concerts in the other large parks. 
Attendance at these events will determine whether

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SERVICE CHARGE FOR GAS 
: CONSUMERS. 
JOHN. BAUER in the National Municipal 
Review. 4 
ERVICE charges in one form or an- 


other are being proposed by gas com- 
panies in widely scattered sections of the 
country. 

Last February the Massachusetts com- 
mission cancelled the schedules, imposing 
such a charge, filed by the Boston Con- 
solidated Gas Co. A similar proposal was 
turned down by the Missouri commission. 
The Laclede organization has filed sched- 
ules involving a consumer charge, which 
the city of St. Louis is now actively op- 
posing before the Missouri commission. 
Two similar charges by Brooklyn gas com- 
panies, one of which was put into effect 
last August and now being reviewed, are 
pending before the New Yorx commission. 

Thus, the movement has assumed a Nna- 
tional charactet and seems to be a con- 
carted effort on the part of the gas indus- 
try to institute a charge that will increase 
the bill of the small consumer. 

From the invéstigations the writer has 
conducted into the costs and rates of sev- 
eral companies, the following conclusions 
seem to be warranted: 

1. There are probably some costs which 
do not depend upon the amount of gas 
consumed of upon ‘any consumption, as 
long as the consumer is attached. 

2. These specific consumer costs, insofar 
as they can be gifted out and segregated, 
amount to only About 20 cents a month. 

3. The difference in these costs between 
the samie class of consumers in different 
sections of a city served by the same com- 
pany, is, as a rule, greater than the dif- 
ference between the various classes of con- 
sumers in the same section. : 

4. The service charges proposéd exceed 
by a substantial margin whatever special 
costs may be incurred for the consumer 
as a consumer, 

5. The entire question is exaggerated by 
those who insist upon these new schedules 
out of all proportion to its real merits. 
Exact measurement of these costs and con- 
sumer charges therefor, would result in 
an altogether too involved rate schedule. 
And after all the minute classification has 
been accomplished, greater discrimination 
would result than those they attempted to 
eradicate.

JURY REFORM. 
From the Washington Post. 
WO years ago the Merchants’ Associa- 


tion of New York City inaugurated a 
campaign to reform the jury system so that 
a higher type of juror might be obtained. 
The campaign has made scant headway. 
This week, however, the association ad- 
dressed a letter to the New York State 
Crime Commission, which soon will begin 
a series of conferences looking toward prep- 
aration of its 1929 legislative program, pe- 
titioning it to lend its authority and influ- 
ence to the undertaking. The letter recites 
the opinion of prosecutors and officials 
that jurors of higher typ@ than now are 
to be found would assure more just appli- 
cation of the law. The letter also answers 
the question of why so many business men 
attempt to evade jury duty, explaining in 
detail what it calls “vexatious delays, hu- 
miliating experiences and unreasonable an- 
noyances, to which jurors and talesmen are 
subjected.” 


It is hardly fair to level criticism against 
the courts of the American legal system in 
this respect. The jury system of trial by 
law is fundamental in the American Gov- 
ernment. The system as it exists today is 
the outgrowth of customs and procedure 
that found their birth with the foundation 
of the countr; Conditions have changed 
and the system has not changed with them. 
Tiday the average citizen is a busy indil- 
vidual, living the hours of the day by rou- 
tine schedule. A call for jury duty upsets 
this schedule and has become a thing-to be 
evaded, if possible. : 

Under the system existing today. says the 
association, there are summoned into court 
cach day, or at least at the start of each 
trial, men whose services are needed that 
day or perhaps during the whole court 
term. Talesmen and jurors, it says further, 
frequently are subjected to needless delay. 
Another cause for complaint is the length 
and character of examinations to which 
talesmen, particularly in criminal cases, are 
subjected to determine their qualifications. 
Y another objection to jury service {fs 
based on the arbitrary attitude of certain 
court attendants, who at times are guilty of 
the grossest incivility. 

The association suggests that the Néw 
York State Crime Commission undertake 
a thorough examination of the present jury 
system “with a view .o simplifying and 
mcdernizing both law and procedure in 
such manner as will tend to attract a better 
class of citizens to jury service.” No more 
fruitful field could be found in which to 
conduct an investigation promising to im- 
prove the American judicial system.

So 
strong is the hustling wind of ro 
mance blowing through these ‘ules

_Having used non-Fascisti. ta 
tasks needing expert knowledge ana 
experience, Mussclini sooner’ or 
later replaces them with himself or 
some first power Fascist. Sines 
Monday seven Fascist Deputies 
took undersecretaryships left va- 
cant by as many non-Fascists, or 
“thirteenth-hour Black Shirts,” ts 
the late converts are contempt4- 
ously called. 

Volpi remained in the Cabinet 
only so long as Fascist interest re- 
quired. Months back he asked io 
be allowed to leave gnd take the 
Italian embassy at Paris, a post he 
and Countess Volpi long desireca 
for social reasons. He also wishe: 
to leave while the laurels of the 
debt settlement and stabilization 
were fresh rather than face diffi- 
culties which stabilization has 
brought. :

NOTE FROM LOST FRENCH 


FLYER FOUND IN SEA 


Aviator, Who Disappeared ou 
Trans-Atlantic Flight, Wrote of 
Being Stranded on ale 

By the Associated Press. 

RIO JANEIRO, Brazil, July 14. 
-—-What may be the last message of 
Capt. Saint-Roman, the French 
aviator who disappeared May 4, 
1927, when within 200 miles of the 
coast of Brazil, on a flight from St. 
Louis, Senegal, has been found in 
a wine bottle picked up from the 
sea by a fisherman of the town of 
Prado, State of Bahia.
